The Cheshire Whirlwind. 


We are getting into the way of speaking 
of the vagaries of the British climate m 
summer as though they were peculiar to 
comparatively recent times. On the 20th 
of July, in the year 1662, a storm of ter- 
rible violence broke over Lancashire and 
Cheshire, and was accompanied by a fall 
of enormous hailstones. 

An old book published about twenty 
years later deseribes: what was the most 
alarming feature of,the storm. “' In the 
forest of Maxfield,’’ we read, “ there arose 
a great pillar of smoke, in height like a 
steeple and judged twenty yards broad, 
which, making a most hideous noise, went 
along the ground six or seven miles, 
levelling all the way, It threw down 
fences. and stone walls, and carried the 
stones a great distance from their places. 
The terrible noise it made so frightened 
cattle that they ran away, and so were 
preserved. Coming into a field full of 
ecocks of hay ready to be carried im, it 
swept all away, so that scarce a handful 
of it could afterwards be found; only it 
left a large tree in the middle of the field 
which it had brought from some other 


place. It overthrew a house or two, and it 
went up the hills into Derbyshire, and so 
vanished.’”

The plaintiffs sought to have determined 
the questions whether on the true construc- 
tion of the memorandum and articles of 
association of the plaintiff company, in the 
event of a winding-up or liquidation of the 
company, the preference shareholders wouid 
be entitled to participate rateably, or at all, 
with the ordinary iders in any dis- 
tribution of surplus assets remaining after 
payment of the company’s liabilities and 1e- 
payment of all capital paid up on the prefer- 
ence and ordinary shares; and whether (i) 
the company had power, by resolution in 
ana meeting, or otherwise, to capitalise 
the whole or any part of the amount by 
which the moneys payable to the company by 
the Electricity upply Board in respect of the 
compulsory «acquisition of the company’s 
electric lighting undertaking exceeded the 
book value of the assets which had been so 
compulsorily acquired, by applying the same 
in paying up shares, debentures, or securities 
of the company, and by distributing such 
shares, debentures, or securities as ful y. paid 
among the holders of the issued shares in 
the company’s capital for the time being: in 
og. ge to the number of such shares held 
y them respectively; (li) if so, whether the 
holders of the issued preference shares in the 
company’s capital for the time being were 
entitled to participate, rateably or at all, 
with the holders of the ordinary shares in 
the company’s capital for the time being in 
any such distribution. . 

THE JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Johnstop, in his judgment, 
said that the case came before him as a 
result of the action of the Electricity Supply 
Board in compulsorily acquiring under their 
statutory powers the electricity undertaking 
of the Cork Electric Tramways and Light- 
ing Company, Ltd. Although the under- 
taking was acquired compulsorily, the pur- 
chase price, amounting to the considerable 
sum o 500, was arrived at by agree- 
ment. He was told that this price would 

ive ,the company a credit lance of 

146,366, which represented the difference 
between the book value of the assets which 
were to be handed over, and the actual pur- 
chase money. The Cork company, which, of 
course, was continuing to carry on its other 
undertakings, gang the tramway service 
in the Southern capital, was anxious to know 
how this windfall was to be apportioned, and 
accordingly the present summons had been 
brought to obtain the opinion of the Court 
on the construction of the memorandum of 
Articles of Association. Two sets of ques- 
tions had been brought before him, one deal- 
ing with the situation in the event of the 
company being wound up, and the other con- 
cerned with the disposal of the surplus assets 
in the event of a winding-up not taking place. 

RIGHTS AND LIABILITIES. 

The whole matter resolved itself into a dis- 
cussion as to the effect of the memorandum 
and Articles of Association, which, read to- 
gether, must be regarded as a contract 
mutually entered into by the members of 
the ga regulating their rights and 
liabilities, aving reviewed the objects 
for which the company was estab- 
lished, and the provisions of the 
Articles of Association, his lordship 
said that the provision which regulated the 
relative rights of the Preference and the 
Ordina shareholders was Article 10, as 
amended in August, 1927. This article, after 
s@tting out the amount of the capital, said: 

a fixed 
cumulative preferential dividend at the rate 
of £5 per cent. per annum, and also the right 
in the winding up of the company to priority 
in payment of the capital over Ordinary 
shares.” That, it would be observed, was 
not an apportionment or assignment of rights 
as between the two classes of shareholders ; 
it was only a definition or delimitation of the 
rights of the Preference shareholders. In re- 
gard to the division of profits, it never was 
Suggested, and, he thought, could not be 
argued now, that the latter could claim any- 
thing more than their fixed cuniulative pre- 
ferential dividend of five per cent., whatever 
was the amount of the profits to be dis- 


4 tributed. 


CONFLICTING DECISIONS. 

His Lordship went on to say that a number 
of cases were cited to him, in which there 
would seem to be conflicting décisions. The 
truth, however, was that hey all turned on 
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and 
tion of “the right” of the Preference share- 
holders, and that in the event of a winding-up 
they would be entitled to ae preferential: re- 
turn of their capital, but not to participate 
in surplus assets. He (Mr. Justice Johnston) 
could find no substantial ground of distinc- 
tion between that and the present case. The 
answer to the question, therefore, must be, 
that in the event of a winding-up of the 
company the Preference shareholders would 
not be entitled at all to ie with the 
Ordinary shareholders in any distribution of 
surplus assets after payment of the com- 
pany’s debts and liabilities, and repayment of 
all capital paid up on the Preference and 
Ordinary shares. The second question that 
he had to decide seemed to call for little 
more than an affirmative answer. His lord- 
ship further said that he could not under- 
stand the inclusion of Debentures amongst 
the enumeration of ‘‘ shares, Debentures and 
securities of the company,’’ which might be 
issued for the purpose of the process of 
capitalisation. In view of the legal nature 
of Debentures, and in view of the particular 
power of this company to issue Debentures, 
with the consequences that would foliow 
from euch issue, he was doubtful as to the 

wer of the company to have included De- 

tures within the scope of the article. ne 
would, therefore, prefer to say that the com- 
pany had power to create and distribute 
shares and securities of the company when- 
ever it was intended to use the powers given 
by the article. The Preference shareholders 
were not entitled at all to participate in such 
distribution.

In a case of Thomas Murphy and Co., Ltd.. 
of Clonmel, against Patrick Whelan, hotel 
proprietor, Stradbally, Co. Waterford. 

Mr. A. D. Pringle (instructed by Messrs. 
Hayes and Sons) applied, on behalf of Mr. 
John Harold Pim, that he, as liquidator of 
the plaintiff company, be appointed receiver 
by way of equitable execution over the 
amount of a judgment for £700 obtained by 
the defendant in an action against the 
Waterford Newa, Ltd., to answer the sums 
of £226 4s. 5d. and £12 12s. Od. costs, with 
interest at 4 per cent. from the llth July, 
1927. Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. 
Pim, who stated that, by special resolution 
of the plaintiff company, passed on the 22nd 
December, 1926, and confirmed on the 11th 
January, 1927, it was resolved that the com- 
pany should be wound up voluntarily, and 
that he should be appointed liquidator. On 
the llth July, 1927, the plaintiff company 
obtained a judgment in the action against the 
defendant for £226 4s. 5d. and £12 12s. Od. 
costs. On the 27th July, 1928, an order of 
fi. fa., directed to the County Registrar of 
Waterford, was issued in respect of the debt 
and costs, and it was lodged with the County 
Registrar, who, on the 5th September, made 
a return of “no goods.” On the 20th 
February the judgment was registered in the 
Registry of Deeds as a mortgage against the 
defendant’s licensed shop, dwellinghouse and 
premises in the village of Stradball , and the 
costs of the registration were taxed to £6 
ós. 10d. These sums of £226 4s. 5d. and £12 
12s. Od. costs, with interest at 4 per cent. per 
annum from the llth July, 1927, and also the 
sum of £6 ós. 10d. referred to, still remained 
due to the plaintiff eompany, and he believed 
that the defendant had no property or effects 
which could be taken in execution under the 
isea. He was informed that in an action 

ween Patrick Whelan, plaintiff, and the 

Waterford News, Ltd., defendants, Patrick 
Whelan obtained a judgment of thé Court 
against the Warerjor News, Ltd., for 
£700. Counsel said that the judgment was 
obtained only on the 16th July. 

Mr. Justice Hanna granted the application.

Guard B 105 deposed that the defendant 
was blocking up the "bus traffic at Bur h 
quay. When requested to move on, the de- 
fendant refused, and used obscene language.

At the station the defen- 
dant said he refused to obey the Guard's 
orders because the conductor of the “bus did 
not give him the signal to proceed. His 
orders were not to move without the signal 
to do so from the conductor. ; 

James O'Mara, John Dillon street, said he 
was in the 'bus when the Guard came "p and 
signalled it to move off. When the Guard 
went, to the other side of the 'bus the defen- 
dant took his hand ofí the wheel and struck 
the Guard in the face. i 

Inspector O'Callaghan gave evidence that 
at the police station the defendant said he 
did not assault the Guard. What happened, 
he said, was that his hand slipped and struck 
the Guard in the face. 


THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Duffy, opening the defence, said the 
main question was that of the alleged obstruc- 
tion, and this was a question which was 
becoming of greater importance every day.

| MODIFICATION OF 
FARES. 


PROPOSALS BEFORE THE 
RAILWAY TRIBUNAL, 


T——— 


The Court of the Raiiway ‘Tribunal met 
yesterday in the City Hall, Dublin, Judge 
O’Brien, Chairman, presiding, to considcr the 
application of i> Great Southern Railways 
Company for the modification of standard 
passenger fares of the company; and, in the 
matter of the Railways Act, Section 4. the 
lists of exceptional rates exceeding forty 
per cent. below standard charges. 

The other members of the Tribunal present 
were Messrs. R. W. Kerr and H.. Mangan. 

Mr. E. J. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. T. J. Healy, 
barrister-at-law, ‘ yepresented the Great 
Southern Railways; Mr. J. Ingram and Mr. 
C. Flynn, the Minister of Industry and Com- 
merce; Mr. E. W. Self, the Free State Rail- 
way Traders’ Committée, and Mr. E. Yl. 
Manning, Messrs. Arthur Guinness, Son and 
Company. 

Mr. Mn. O’Hanrahan gave evidence on 
behalf of the Great Southern Railways, and 
submitted lists of rates in which modifica- 
tions were sought. Some of these rates, he 
said, were agreed to, and the company were 
still negotiating with traders in many other 
cases, and it was hoped that further agree- 
ments would be come to. Jt was proposed 
to send these hats to the principal stations, 
and to any of the smaller stations where the 
rates specially applied to, for the inspection 
and information of traders. 

NEGOTIATIONS WITH TRADERS. 

Mr. O'Hanrahan. asked for another six 
weeks in which to negotiate with traders 
about further rates, and said that he would 


be in a position by 1st September to be able 
to have the lists available. 

this was agreed to. 

Mr. Francis Froy Robinson, on behalf of 
Mr. Floyd, Traffic Manager, pat before the 
Tribunal a proposal for the modification of 
the standard charges of fares for passengers, 
which would reduce the 1jd. per mile fare 
for third class to 14d; to abolish second 
class fares, and to reduce the first class fares 
to 50 per cent. over the third class, and con- 
sequently improve the season ticket fares in 
favour of the pac:onger. By this scheme, said 
the witness, the company hoped to improve 
the revenue, whica had been falling for years 
back. These charges had been in operation 
since the beginning of the month.

The Railway Crisis. 


The Free State is threatened with the 
calamity of a general railway strike. For 
some months the Irish Omnibus Company 
has refused steadily to recognise the 
National Union of Railwaymen. Some of 
its workers went on strike; the National 
Union identified itself with their case, 
and now the trouble has spread to the 
Great Southern Railways’ system, First 
at Limerick, and then at the Company’s 
North Wall branch, goods checkers 
declined to accept consignments from the 
Omnibus Company, and were dismissed. 
The railway will reinstate them only if 
they will agree to handle all traffic which 
may be offered to them. On Thursday, -s 
& protest against these dismissals, and 
with the sanction of the National Union, 
140 men went on strike at the North 
Wall branch; and in the afternoon 
seventy-five men at the southern yard 
followed their example. Yesterday morn- 
ing the strike extended to Westland row, 
and then to Harcourt street station. At 
beth places the passenger porters joined 
the goods porters, with the result that all 
the train services between Dublin and 


Bray were brought to a stand-still. In 


the afternoon the main terminus at 
Kingsbridge became involved, and all “he 
men in the goods section ceased to work. 


~ ‘After Iraq had” been delivered from 
Turkish dominion during the Great War, 
it was recognised as an independent State 
and was administered under a British 
mandate. In 1925 the two countries 
entered into treaty relations that would 
come to an end when Iraq became a 
}member of the League of Nations, and, 
‘in any case, not longer than four years 
after peace with Turkey had been ratified. 
A second treaty in 1926, when the Meso- 
potamian frontiers were fixed, confirmed 
and extended the -term# of: the earlier 
agreement. Last month a Treaty of 
Alliance, signed at Baghdad, defined the 
relations that will exist between the two 
countries when Britain’s mandatory 
responsibilities are terminated by Iraq's 
admission to the League. Broadly, its 
effect will be to maintain the British 
interest in Iraq, which has the highest im- 
portance for Great Britain. In the first 
place, the oilfields of Mosul are well-nigh 
essential to the Mediterranean fleet, and, 
in the second, Iraq’s sympathy is 
necessary in order that British communi- 
cations with India may be preserved. 
The new treaty, concluded on “ terms of 
complete freedom, equality and inde- 
pendence,”” will remain in force for 
twenty-five years. There will be “ full 
and frank consultation’ between the 
two Governments on “all matters of 
foreign policy which may affect their 
common interests.’’ King Feisal takes 
entire responsibility for the maintenance 
of order and for defence against 
aggression, but agrees that British forces 
may be stationed in the neighbourhood of 
Basra and to the west of the Euphrates 
for the protection of Britain’s essential 
communications and air bases. If either 
country goes to war, the other will 
come to its assistance. In _ virtually 
every detail Great Britain obtains a 
preference over other Powers., If 
Iraq's fledgling army requires military 
instructors from abroad, British officers 
will be chosen, and Iraq, normally, will 
engage British subjects when the services 
of foreign officials ‘are needed. As 
a result of the treaty’  Britain’s 
position in the Middle East is con- 
solidated, and many Strategic and finan- 
cial thorns are removed from her path. 
For all purposes, so long as the terms of 
the treaty are observed, she will possess 
all the advantages, without the drawbacks 
and expense, of a mandatory occupation. 
The alliance, moreover, will bring the

We turn to the corpus vile for which 
this incontinent operation is proposed. 
Apart from the general public's indirect, 
though strong, interest in the Free State's 
railways, three sets of persons are directly 
and especially concerned for their future— 
the shareholders, the directors and the 
railway worfsrs. We may ignore the share- 
holders because they are quite helpless. 
The directors have other resources and 
will not be ruined if the railways become 
bankrupt. In two respects the workers’ 
position is peculiar. Unlike the directors,

When it is not under 
proper contro] it becomes an imposition 
on the good nature of the citizens. 


The Fruit Market. 


One of the ‘Hiost baffling Probicine of 
domestic economy in Ireland is the price 
of fruit. The laws of supply and demand 
seem to have no bearing on it, and retail 
prices in the City of Dublin are inexplic- 
ably high. Yet, just as in the case of 
vegetables, the unfortunate grower is in 
a sorry plight. The district, round Duleeck 
and Julianstown, in the Drogheda area, 
is one of the most fertile fruit-growing 
centres in Ireland. Here virtually every 
householder grows fruit of one kind or 
another, and in former years the people 
were able to supplement their incomes 
comfortably by the sale of their produce. 
This year, however, a remarkable condi- 
tion of affairs is reported. Raspberries, 
which twelve months ago fetched between 


4d., while fruit that is sold direct to the 
factors, which yielded 5d, and 6d. 
pound last year, is being sold now 
at 29d. per pound. In these circum-

Road Accidents. 


At the beginning of the year the Roya! 
Automobile Club decided to raise a fund 
to be distributed amongst hospitals in 
various parts of the country as a contribu 
tion towards the cost of treatment for road 
accidents. As a result of the first twelve 

months’ work £2,200 has been handed 
over. Of this sum, £700 was earmarked 
by the donors and was sent directly to 
hospitals in varying amounts. Over £600 
was sent to the British Red Cross Society, 

and the balance of the fund, amounting 
to approximately £800, was forwarded to 
the British Hospitals Association for allo. 
cation to those hospitals which have been 
affected particularly by the cost of dealing 

with road accidents. It is estimated that 
nearly 150 hospitals have benefited from 
the fund during the past year.

DISSOLUTION OF THE ' 
REICHSTAG. 


From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Friday, 
Amid scenes of considerable excitement 
the Reichstag was dissolved this morning, 
and a general election will be held iu 
Germany in six weeks’ time. ' 
The development in the political situa- 
tion was brought about by the Reichstag 
adopting by 256 votes to 281 a Socialist 
motion to annul President von Hinden- 
burg’s emergency decree, which had made 
the Government’s financial programme 
law, despite its rejection by ‘Parliament. 
The overthrow of the Bruening Govern- 


majority of the German National Party, 
under Dr. Hugenberg, voted for the 
Socialist motion. Although themselves 
belonging to the Extreme Right, they. took 
this course after the Chancellor, Dr. 
Bruening, had rejected Herr Hugeénberg’s 
proposal that the Nationalists should be 
included in a Coalition Government 
against the Socialists. 
ANTI-SOCIALIST MOVEMENT. 
“The Socialists,’ said Herr Hugen- 


Prussia, and be replaced there by a 
Government of the Right parties. Only a 
definite anti-Marxist policy can save Ger- 
many from being involved in fresh diffi- 
culties, and from the downward path.” 
Over twenty German National Deputies, 
however, voted against the Socialist 
motion, thus emphasising the split in the 
ranks of the party under Herr Hugen- 
berg’s leadership. 

Until the general election takes place 
the Bruening Government will continue In 
office, and will rule by virtue of Article 
48 of the Constitution, 

The general election probably will be 
held on September 14th. Until then the 
Government’s financial programme will re- 
main law, with slight alterations to. be 
made therein, by virtue of Article 48 
of the Constitution by a fresh decree of 
President Hindenburg. 


TRAMWAY SERVICE 
DISLOCATED. 


PARTIAL STOPPAGE IN 

DUBLIN. 
About eight o’clock last night a No. 9 
tramcar returning from Donnybrook was 
crossing O'Connell Bridge, when the trolly 
‘‘ fouled” the wire and struck the ‘suspen- 
sion arm of the standard on the Bachelor's 
Walk end of the bridge, bending it very 
nuch. The strain on the wire caused by 
the damaged arm was so great that the 
overhead wire snapped at the Westmore- 
land street end of the bridge and fell to 
the street. As a result, trams were unable 
to pass over the bridge towards the Nelson 
Pillar. 

Inspectors of the Tramways Company 
took up duty in Westmoreland street, and, 
by using the auxiliary catch points on 
the permanent way, succeeded in main- 
taining a service to the districts affected 
by the stoppage. Passengers who had in- 
tended making a through journey from 
the South to the North side of the city 
had to get off the cars at Westmoreland 
street and walk to the Pillar to get another 
cav to take them to their destination. 

The wire was not fixed until 11 p.m., 

when the first tram was able to pass right 
through to the Nelson Pillar. As a result, 
however, of the severe dinge that the 
suspension arm at the O’Connell Monu- 
ment had sustained, it was not possible to 
permit cars to go from the Pillar on out- 
ward journeys. | 
During the night work was carried on 
by the break-down gang, and by this 
morning. the defect was rectified. 
About 10 p.m., at the junction of+Par- 
liament street and Lord Edward street, a 
tramear left the rails. — The car, after 
fouling the lines, swerved across, the strect, 
but fortunately did not overturn, and was 
quickly replaced on the permanent way.

7 first day's race of the Second 

International Grand Prix at 
Pheenix Park yesterday was won by 
VICTOR GILLOW, driving his own 
Riley car, and considered to be a 
comparative “outsider. 


Gillow's time for the course of 300 
miles was 3 hours 36 mimutes one 
second, and he averaged 72.2 miles 
per hour. Last year Ivanovsky took 
3 hours 4] minutes 3! seconds. 


GEORGE EYSTON was second 


on an Alfa Romeo, 
speed of 74.83 miles per hour. 


CAPTAIN FRASER-NASH. was 
third on an Austin, with an average 
speed: of 65.95 miles per hour; and 


KAYE DON was fourth on an Alfa 
omeo, with an average speed of 
73.74 miles per hour. 


A GREAT RACE. 
-—--¢$---— 


From Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 
Yesterday afternoon there was fought 
out in the Phenix Park a truly magni- 
ticent contest between twenty-five motor 
cars for the Saorstat Cup in the Irish 
International Grand Prix. From every 
point of view the race was a magnificent 
success,’ and provided for the spectators 
a wonderful spectacle of speed, driving 
and skill, and neck-and-neck duelling that 
left the issue in doubt right up to the 


| finish. . Although the. race was won by A 
| substantial 


margin—and. the . winner's 
chances of victory became clear some time 
before he actually finished—there was 
always the possibility, as was proved in 
the case of so many other cars during the 
race, that some smal] mechanical trouble 
or mishap would cost him his hard-earngd 
lead when within sight of the goal. 

Undoubtedly, the most striking fact 
about the race was the manner in which 
it was won by a driver and car who could 
only have been considered before the event 
as “complete outsiders.’’. Not only was it 
considered that the class in which the 
eventual winner was placed had ‘no 
prospects of success on the handicap basis, 
but the winner himself was not considered 
as the most likely competitor in his class, 
though he had, indeed, enjoyed a nob 
inconsiderable reputation. 


SHEER BRILLIANCE. 

Every sportsman will congratulate Mr. 
V. Gillow and the Riley Company on ther 
performance. The race was won by lim by 
sheer brilliance of driving, combined with 
conspicuous daring ; and, although many of 
the ‘faster cars fell by the wayside, it 1s 
at best extremely doubtful whether any of 
them could have held the flying Riley 
driver yesterday afternoon. | 

The: performance of Gillow and his cat 
tan only be described as inspired. It was 
a. most unexpected and tremendously 
popular victory. | 

Apart from the achievement of the 
winner, the crowd were kept guessing almost 
from the start of the race by the terrific 
duel between the Italian Alfa-Romeo and 
the English Lea Francis teams. Lap after 
lap they circled the course together, same- 
times one in the lead, sometimes the other. 
and from time to time the terrific pace and 
strain told. A leader would drop out, 
stopping at the pits for adjustment, and 
somebody else would take his place while 
he rectified his trouble. In the biggest 
class engaged, that is to say, for the 1,500 
c.c. cars, the race was certainly not to the 
swift, though the ultimate winner of the 
class and the securer of second place in 
the race proved at the end that their speed 
had been kept well in reserve. 


GOOD HANDICAPPING. 

The handicap, too, worked out ¢xtra- 
ordinarily well. Three classes were handi- 
capped in the race, and each of these 
supplied a place winner, the first being an 
unsupercharged Riley in the 1,100 c.c. 
class, the second being a supercharged 
Alfa-Romeo in the 1,500 c.c. class, and the 
third being a supercharged Austin in the 
750 ¢.c. class. In addition to that, how- 
ever, an unsupercharged Austin secured 
fifth place, and an unsupercharged 1,500 
c.c. Aston Martin secured seventh place, a 
supercharged Amilcar in the 1,100 .c.c. 
class secured ninth place. ‘Thus, there 
was a car from every different handicap 
mark weli up at the finish. The substan- 
tial margin by which the race was won 
cannot be taken as any reflection on the 
handitapping either. 

As has been said before, Gillow's per- 
formance was inspired, and was quite 
beyond all hopes or calculations. The 
next four finishers completed the course 
within ó minutes 40 seconds, a remark- 
able result in a race lasting for over 34 
hours. 


ABSENCE OF ACCIDENTS. 


The most pleasing feature of the event 
was the entire absence of accidents of any 


| kind, that is to say, of any accidents 


involving injury to the drivers. Exciting 
incidents and skidding, and even running 
off the road, were common; but nothing 
occurred to mar the pleasure of the 
contest. Whatever happens in the future, 
fhere is no denying the fact that this 
Pheenix Park course is probably the 
safest place in the whole world for cars 
of this type to compete against one 
another. 


ALL READY. 

As the hour for the start drew near, 
all the drivers and their passengers were 
called over in front of the grand stand 
for a last-minute talk and word of advice 
from the old-time famous raee driver, W. 
Kenelm Lee Guinness. There was a 
threat of rain in the heavy over- 
hanging clouds, and a steady breeze 
blew down the long straight from 
the Mountjoy to the Gough corner, Soon 
all the competitors climbed into their cars 
in readiness for the starting signal. In 
this respect the procedure differed from 
last year, when the “crews " had to line 
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up on the opposite side of the road from | 


.their cars and had to run across and jump 
in at the fallof the flag. == = 

At 2.29 the Governor-General of the 
Free State took his stand with Mr. Cos- 
grave and the representatives of the Rece 
Committee on the platform in front of the 
stand. ‘He was handed the fateful flag 
string, and almost ‘unexpectedly ‘thé fia 
dropped and the cars roared into all 
except five or six, whose: engines «proved 
obstinate. | .: 

When the field got away J. F. Field 
(Lea-Francis), G. E. T. Eyston (Alfa- 
Romeo), R. $. Outlaw (Alfa-Romeo), C. 
R. Whitcroft (Riley), and Captain A. C. 
R. Waite (Austin) were still at ‘the side 
of the road with silent éngines. The 
mechanics leapt out and threw open the 
bonnets. One by one the engines were 
coaxed to life and sped off in pursuit of 
the field. The last to get away was J. F. 
Field (Lea-Francis). 5 

The leader of the pack at the Mountjoy 
corner was Dan Higgin (Lea-Francis), 
with Clive Dunfee (Lea-Francis) close 
behind. S. A. Crabtree (Austin) stopped 
for a few minutes and went on again. 

A. Crabtree (Austin) stopped for a few 
minutes and went on again. Higgin was 
still leading at the Gough corner, with 
the other three maintaining their posi- 
tions, with Cyril. Paul (Lea-Francis) 
thrusting his way amopg them. 

AFTER FIRST ROUND. 

In a few seconds the cars came 
streaming through past the grand stand 
at the end of their first lap. Higgin 
‘and Dunfee went through side by 
side in front, with Paul close behind. 
Then came Kaye Don, Ivanovsky (Alfa- 
Romeo) and W. Sullivan (Lea Francis). 
The leader of the 1,100 c.c. class was 
Victor Gillow (Riley). C. R.-Whitcroft 
(Riley) was generally looked upon as the 
Riley.“ first string,’’ but after his delayed 
start it was only to be expected that he 
would not make his appearance amongst 
the leaders for some considerable time. 

As was generally expected, Captain A. 
Frazer Nash was the first of the Austin 
contingent to go by. He was followed by 
Gunnar Poppe, while G. V. B. Cooke was 
third in this class. 

The crowd settled down to watch the 
race. In what seemed like an extra- 
ordinarily short time the leaders roared up 
the straight again—the Lea Francis and 
Alfa-Romeo teams mixed in a roaring 
bunch fighting for places and watching 
each other jealously. 

In spite of the extraordinarily non- 
skidding nature of the road surface, 
various cars slid across the road at both 
the Mountjoy and Gough corners in their 
efforts to keep up with the leaders and to 
avoid other cars which blocked the most 
suitable path. 

The Lea Francis team held pride of 
~~ for the first few laps, Higgin and 

unfee maintaining their positions practi- 
cally side by side as they went round and 
round the course, with Kaye Don close 
behind them. Cyril Paul, Dunfee,. Ivan- 
ovsky and Sutton were all up in the lead- 
ing bunch, and no driver displayed a 
mastery or an advantage in speed over any 
other. 

A DASHING PERFORMANCE. 

Meantime, however, reports were 
coming in from round the course of the 
dashing performance of Victor Gillow on 
his Riley. He impressed onlookers at the 
Gough corner particularly, which he took 
at tremendous speed, frequently appear- 
ing to court disaster. At times he was 
forced up on to the grass edge, 
but never for an instant did he relax 
his speed. 

In spite of the fierce struggle, the speeds 
of the leading cars were not quite as hizh 
as might have been exnected. This was 


probably due to the steady breezé whicli 


hlew down the straight and corsiderab!y rc 
duced the velocity of the cars pulling up from 
the Gough Corner. 

When ten laps had been covered Cyril Paul 
and Dunifce were running side by side at the 
head of the ficld, their Limes showing them 
to be 15 seconds behind their estimat™»! time 
on the handicap table, One second behind 
them was Dar’ Higgin. Thus the Lea Francis 
ears were holding first, second and third 
places, and also making the best showing on 
handicap. Kave Don (Alfa-Romeo) was only 
5 seconds behind the leader, with the redoubt- 
able Ivancvsky some distance in the rear. 
Gillow’s dashing performance, however. was 
having its effect; for at this period he tied for 
fifth place with Ivenovsky on the handicap 
table, some 6 seconds behind the Jeaders. 

A HALT. 

Already, however, the pace was beginning 
to tell. Dunfee fell ont of the leading bunch 
and came into his pit with steam spouting 
from his radiator. Feverishly driver and 
mechanic flung over the bonnet and worked 
on the engine. They*were reported to he 
suffering from plug trouble, but in 4 minutes’ 
tine the engine was started and they set 
off again in pursuit of the field. H. $. 
Eaton {Aston Martin) was another who came 
into the pits early, but he made only a brief 
stop and got away again. In another two 
laps he was back in trouble again. J. D. 
Rarnes (Austin) also pulled in, but got 
away again after a short. time. It was 
not Eaton's lucky day; for he only sueceeded 
in covering another lap ‘before stopping for 
the third and last time. He then decided 
to retire. 

Dunfee’s long stop at the pits caused him 
to drop far behind the leaders, but for lap 
after lap Paul worthily upheld the Lea- 
Francis renutatisn. He increased his lead. 
and was clear away from his pursuers. The 
Alfa-Romeos, hcwever, would not be shaken 
off. Ivanevity and Kaye Don swept 19und 
practically side by side, just in sight of the 
speeding Lea-Frencis, while right on. their 
tails were tliggin and Sutton. 

_ A MATTER OF SECONDS. 

When twenty laps had been covered Gil- 
low’s persistence and apparently reckless 
speed had secured its reward; for he was 
reported to be 50 secs. ahead of the handi- 
cap table, while Paul was second on this 
basis, 15 secs. ahead of the table. Then 
followed Ivanovsky. 4 secs. ahead, Kaye Don 
5 secs. ahead, and Higgin and Sutton 2 secs. 
ahead. 

Meanwhile, the two unsunercharged Aston- 
Martins, driven by’S. C. H. Davis and A. 
U. Bertelli, respectively, were going round 
very steadily and impressively some distance 
in the rear. They did not seem to have 
quite enough speed to keep up with the 
leaders, but their reliability and clockwork 
regularity made them very dangerous in the 
case of any delays holding up the duelling 
Lea-Francis and: Aston-Martin teams. 

The handicap board showed that both 

Frazer Nash (supercharged Austin) and Cap- 
tain 'A. C, R. Waite (unsupercharged Austin) 
were holding their places well. . In virtue, 
of course, of his long handicap, the latter 
was actually leading the field. 
_ The first casualty in this class occurred to 
Gunnar. Poppe, much to everybody’s regret; 
for his fine driving in last year's event, 
caused him to be remembered. He came into 
the pits and stopped, apparently with 
magneto failure. Cooke's car had apparently 
not got quite so much speed as the other 
super-charged Austins, but his corner work 
at the Gouch turn was reported to be the 
fastest of all the small cars. 

Sullivan. (Lea-Francis) was” experiencing 
trouble, his car going slowly and making 
peculiar noises. He eventually came into ‘the 
pits, where it gwas discovered that a valve 
rocker. stud was broken, so he had to retire. 

Still, the leaders in the various classes kept 
up their efforts, and the speeds began to rise 
noticeably. Higgin caused great’ excitement 
at the Monntjoy Corner, which he tried to 
take on one occasion too fast. He hit the 
protecting bags of sawdust head-on, and had 
to reverse away from them before he could 
proceed. Fcvtunately for his car these were 
not sandbags—as declared in the broadcast. 
Gillow’s wonderful corner work and lurid 
skidding delighted the crowds at. both the 
Gough and Mountjoy Corners, and he con- 
tinued to pile up his handicap lead. 

Soon after this Cyril Paul surrendered the 


lead when he came into the pits to fill up i 
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eo in the lead 
Moe dren 
' lead from 
lvanovsky, but Wót “for Tong. nals wer? 
made from the Alfa-Romeo pit that a little 
more hrs was bat ai went 
into the-lead again, and Kaye closed up 
into second phy “Dunfee dropped still 
farther hack. when he came into the pits 
again, starting to work on the engine. The 
Alfa-Romeos, however. could not afford to 
exult, for very soon afterwards Kaye Don 
had to stop at the pits to change plugs. 

When thirty laps had been covered Gillaw 
was well ahead of the handicap,tablée, while 
next in order came Sutton. lvanovéky, Kaye 
Don and Frazer Nash, the last-mentioned 
makin his appearance in this list for the 
first time. 

Whitcroft. the Rilev hope, was reported 
to be suffering from clutch trouble and had 
dropped right back. Various cars were now 
coming in to fill un, a particularly good 
performance being that of A. C, Bertelli 
(Aston Martin) who was remarkably smart 
in getting. away. 

STOPS AT THE PITS, 

Ivanovsky was again in the lead by the 
time fortv laps had been covered, though, of 
course. Victor Gillow was still well ahead on 
a handicap basis. The other Rileys, however, 
were not enjoying good fortune, for, in addi- 
tion to the clutch trouble on Whitcroft’s car, 
Haughton had to retire on the back of the 
course, and Linton’s car was clearly suffering 
from serious derangement. 

Suddenly a change canie over the scene, 
for ‘Ivanovsky stopped close to the Gough 
corner to effect adjustments to his engine, 
and was delayed six minutes before he re- 
started, The net result was seen on the 
handicap board when the Lea Francis and 
Alfa-Romeo leaders were all back practically 
on a level basis, once again fighting hard for 
the leadership. 

Pit stops for minor adjustments and for 
replenishmen$ purposes caused the Lea 
Francis leaders to fall back, so that G. E. T. 
Eyston (Alfa-Romeo), for the first time, came 
up into first place in his class, driving with 
great regularity and steadiness. At this point 
he had drawn level with Davis (Aston- 
Martin), who had received two laps start. 

GILLOW GOES ON, 

Still Gillow kept up his flying career, and 
was now, with twenty laps to go, 4 mins. 
39 secs. ahead of the handicap table, Eyston, 
his most threatening rival, was 1 min. 33 
secs, behind the handicap table. The third 


place on the handicap was occupied by Waite,. 


on the unsuper-charged Austin; and Paul, the 
leader of the Lea Francis squadron, was 
fourth. On the fifty-ninth lap Gillow over- 
took and passed the limit ear, Waite’s Austin, 
end thus assumed the actual lead on the 
field. Once again the Lea Francis and Alfa- 
Romeo cars were setting a track side by side, 
Higgin and Paul keeping each other company, 
while + Ivanovsk accompanied Eyston. 
Then Paul jell out, and Salled in to the pits 
to fill up, change plugs, and replace a front 
wheel. Presumably, he had been taking 
liberties with a corner. Frazer-Nash, on the 
super-charged Austiii, and Waite, on the un- 
super-charged Austin, were running round 
almost together. Thé former actually passed 
Waite, but then had to stop and fill up. 
While doing so, Waite once again got in 
front, only to be overtaken again subse- 
quently. lt was obvious now that, barring 
accidents, tio car could possibly overtake 
Gillow; yet notfor a single lap did he slacken 
speed or adopt “ safety first ” tactics on the 
corners. ay 

With ten laps to go he was 5 mins. 36 secs. 
ahead of the handicap, Eyston being 1 min. 
24 secs. behind his handicap, Frazer-Nash 
1 min. 58 secs. behind, and Waite 2 mins. 
57 secs. behind. 

DESPERATE EFFORTS. 

The Lea: Francis surviyors were making 
Cesperate efforts to catch up Eyston on the 
Alfa-Romeo, but one by one their last hopes 
fell out or dropped back with minor troubles. 
Gillow, on his marvellous little Riley, was on 
bis last lap, and the only doubt concerned 
the struggle for second place betweéh Eyston 
on the Alfa-Romeo san Frazer-Nash, who 
was making a desperate effort to keep in 
front. 

Am'dst great enthusaism Victor Gillow 
(Riley) flashed over the winning line, having 
averaged the wonderful speed of 72,2 miles 
per hour for 3 hrs. 36 mins. 1 sec. He had 
an absolutely trouble-frée, non-sto run, and 
his car, despite the terrific gruelling it. had 
received, was everv bit as fast at the end as 
at any period of the race. G. E. T. Eyston 
(Al‘a-Romeo) was second, 6 mins. 4 secs. 
behind, while 4. Fra-er-Nash (Austin) secured 
a well-ceserved third place. The Alfa-Romeos, 
Gespite their mis‘ortunes and bad lick, made 
A very fine team -verformance, securing 
second, fourth and sixth places with their 
official team. 

All those who finished this strenuously 
fought contest are to be heartily congratu- 
lated on really fine performances. Probably 
in no race vet held hed the honours been so 
evenly distributed between the various classes 
and makes. Perhaps, if one may say so, tha 
Lea Francis team had the least luck of any. 
From first to last they fought a magnificent 
fight. and it was not until the closing stages 
of the race that mechanicaltroubles and 
minor derangements robbed them of any hope 
of finishing well up in the list. 
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The catering on the course was by Mrs 
Lawlor of Naas, the official’ caterer. 
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ingementa for the race were excél. 


the fions of the cars during the race. The 
scoring board did not come up to expecta- 
tions, “while: the. announcer over “the loud- 
speaker was rather indistinct at times. “These 
were. very minor faults,. indeed, but. ones 
that could be, and ichoull i be, -easily réctified. 


POINTS OF. DANGER. 


MOUNTJOY AND GOUGH 
“ina CORNERS ; 


At. the. Mountjoy. corner—one. of the two: 
most. dangerous. spots om the gae joel 
numbers of spectators gathered,. and were 
astonished to see. how. the drivers. safely 

iloted their cars at the bend. Although rain 
bell ‘during part of the-race, and the course 
was wet, there were no serious - accidents, 
Time ‘after time the cars, in thei»-mad speed, 
skidded, but the drivers always had them 
in hand, and there was no delay. At the 
start of the race; a dozen cars reached the 
corner in a group, and swerved and skidded 
round it in hair-raising fashion. 

Major Gardner, in his Amilear, had many 
bad skids at this corner, and on one occasion 
the engine stopped dead. A, H. Davy’s Alfa- 
Romeo had a nasty habit; early in the race, 
of eniitting a dense cloud of smoke from its 
exhaust at thir point The smoke gung- like 
a pall over the corner, and the folowing cars 
had to drive blindly through. it, 

Captain Malcolm Campbell, Earl Howe and 
day's race for big cars, were interested 
spectators at this corner. 

| THE GOUGH CORNER, 

The Gough corner was another gathering 
place for spectators, and it was a testimony 
to the skill of the drivers that none of the 
cats came to grief. On one or two occasions 
cars which approached it too quickly ran 
up on the grass strip, but they were away 
again instantly. 

When a shower fell at three o'clock and 
the road became wet, some of the larger cars 
skidded, some of them getting up on the 
grass, but on every occasion there was an 
inatant recovery, and the drivers were fre- 
quently applauded by the spectators. 

THE “BACK STRETCH." 

From the point of view of sheer pace, not 
even the straight from the Gough Monument 
to Mountjoy corner was as fast as along the 
hack stretch from Mountjoy via Ashtown and 
the Dépét to the Gough corner. Along this 
portion of the course the conditions were 
somewhat like those that the motorist might 
meet in many places in the country—a nice 
stretch of about half a mile from Mountjoy 
to Ashtown Gate, with a gradual bend 
towards the right; then for another mile the 
road was very fast by the back of the Vice- 
regal Lodge, with a slight right-left-right 
swing before entering another long stretch 
to the, turn past the Dépót.. As the 
gradient over this portion shows a decline, 


and the large numbers of spectators who tock 
up points of vantage here certainly saw 
speeding in excelsis: There. were compara, 
tively few along the barriers when the dis- 
tant maroon notified the start, and then the 
hum of the engines was heard. and gradually 
there swelled out a terrific crescendo as the 
cars swept past. 

The song of the engines marked their 
passage by the Gough Monument and up the 
straight,.and then almost before one had 
time to realise it the leaders were back again. 

In the fourteenth lap there was a: piéce 

of magnificent driving witnessed when :on the 
first curve a little Austin wrongly held the 
road and blocked the passage of Cyril Paul 
in his Lea Francis. A .crash seemed in- 
evitable, when Paul, in some extraordinary 
manner swerved. left-right and rounded the 
Baby much as a flying, wing three-quarter 
might side-step an opponent. 
_ A sharp downpour of rain qnickened the 
interest of the spectators, who expected to 
see some thrills at the bends, but the drivers 
gave no indication that the rain upset them. 
Although the cars were throwing up water in 
constant sprays there was not the least un- 
steadiness, and hardly a suggestion of skid.

TECHNICAL TEACHERS 
IN GONGRESS. 


Delegates from the Irish. Agricultural and 
‘Tachnical Instruction Officers’ Organisation 


|-assembled ih Dublin yesterday for their 
|-annual Uongress, under the chairmanship of 
‘| Mr. John Kelly; Agricultaral Instructor, Co. 
| Carlow, Président of the Association. 

. Mr. Fo MeNamara, Secretary, presented his. 


report, the main points of which were. given 
in Tuesday's /riah Times. 

The Chairman, in his address, referred to 
the passing of the Vocational. Education 
Bill, a measure. whith gave effect to the 
recommendations of the Technical Education 
Commission. Proceeding, he. said, that they 
understood that the Minister for Agriculture 
would, in the nocr future, introduce a bill 
to make provision for agricultural education, 
in which'they of: the agricultural side of that 
organisation would be very much concerned. 
They did not know, nor: had they any definite 
ideas at the moment, as to what the bill 
proposed to enact. They did, however, feel 
assured that their competent, far-seeing and 
practical Minister for Agriculture would intro- 
duce a bill which would -be comprehensive, 
far-reaching and practical in its objective. 

He was satisfied that under the Vocational 
Education Act and the forthcoming Agricul- 
tural Bill the training which would be 
necessary to equip their young people for 
rural life would be well done. 

THE TWO: BRANCHES. 

Mr. Meyrick, Secretary, Department of 
Agriculture, said that while there had to be 
separate administration, it was necessary to 
realise that agricultuyal. and technical instruc- 
tion, as they had known them, were simply 
forms of vocational education, and that the 
different branches must dovetail into each 
other Two-thirds of the 3,000,000 people of 
the Saorstat were in rural areas, and that 
fact should be kept in mind in connection 
with the educational schemes. While the 
delegates would naturally devote a good deal 
of their attention to the safeguarding of their 
own interests; he would like to see a congress 
like that considering how they could make 
their work of public utility and of benefit to 
the country rather than of the purely per- 
sonal benefits to themselves. 

ADVICE TO TEACHERS. — 

With regard to the Agricultural Bill, it 
would be mainly concerned with picking up 
loose ends that were lefé when the functions 
of the Department of “Agriculture were 
divided, some going to the Ministry for Edu- 
cation, some to the Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce, and. others elsewhere. The 
Vocational Education Bill contained provision 
by which it would be possible to use Techni- 
cal Schools in urban areas to give instruction 
which would be useful to farmers but he 
thought that it was to the continuation edu- 
cation classes in the bill that agrice?ture 
would. owe most. The general: scheme of 


young students to receive the. instruction 
which was given in the agricultural classes, 
and make it unnecessary for the agricultural 
instructors to becim by teaching the boys 
the primary schoo! subjects, as they had had to 
do in the past. The growth of continuation 
education would possibly be slow, because it 
really required a ‘very ‘specialised class of 
teacher, We did not know whether snch 
teachers really existed. They would probably 
have to be apétially trained for the work. 
The teachers in the, agricultural and other 
classes should aim at turning out usgful, prac- 
tical citizens, who ‘would develop the 
resources of the country, and be a credit to 
the country, both as meii, and women, and 
as workers. 

Good citizens were not turned out simply 
by class building and equipment. They were 
produced by good homes and good teachers, 
and the teachers should bear in mind that 
while they were imparting professional 
education they were also aiming at producing 
a type.of character. 

In conclusion, Mr. Meyrick urged that the 
agricultural. instructors should observe the 
actual conditions of life in their counties wid 
set down the results of their observations for 
the guidance of those who followed them, 
so that they would be able to see whether 
the aims which the figures of the Department 
had arfived at had been acomplished. 

On the motion of Mr. Weldon (Cork), a 
resolution was passed requesting the Minister 
to fix scales of salaries for all officers and 
teachers engaged in agricultural § and 
technical] education. . The - delegates also 
passed resolutions in regard to pension rights, 
travelling allowances and the bonus. 

Mr. Kelly was re-electéd president, Mr. 
J. M. Buckley (Cork) was re-appointed hon. 
secretary, and Mr, J. J. O'Connor (Cork) 
hon. treasprer. Mr: Weldon (Cork), Mr. 
Daly (Drogheda), Miss Ryan (Dublin), and 
Mr. O'Neill] (Carlow) were appointed on the 
executive committee. Messrs. Bowen (Leix) 
and Moran (Kerry) were elected auditors.
